the quarrel. Then follow prayers for victory, and thanksgiv- | 
ings when gained, as at Trafalgar and W aterloo, and general, 
fasts when it is deemed expedient to RETIRE, as from Dun- 
kirk and Walcheren. When grinding taxation 1s followed up| 
by a bad harvest, then are prayers offered up to Almighty God | 
by a political ¢ lergy to shield the throne trom the madness o1 
the people; and the only law they have to protect them from 
arbitrary power is then suspended, and a_ political clergy are 
the loudest of the loud in favour of the measure. Jesus Christ 
preached peace on earth and good will to nen; a political 
clergy preach war on earth and: taxation to men,—taking their 
text from the London Gazette Extraordinary, instead of the 
Testament.
